Numerous 
o t h e r 
resolutions 
were approved relating to farm 
legislation, one measure adopted 
said that prosperity cannot be re­ 
stored in .cmerica except through 
removal or correction of existing 
economic maladjustments. 
The association asked President 
Roosevelt to call representatives 
of industry, labor and agriculture 
to discuss a program of action 
designed 
to 
promote 
economic 
balance between these groups on 
a basis that would permit full 
utilization of p r o d u c t i v e re­ 
sources. 
Ask Labor Exemptions 
The farmers asked that agricul­ 
tural labor be exempted from any

TIME TO g e t TOGETHER 
Nev er has it been more necessary for labor and industry 
to come to an agreement whereby both can profit reasonably 
and look ahead for constructiv e planning. 
Necessity for labor peace is more apparent in the world- 
j 
wide v iew than from a purely local standpoint. 
The situa­ 
tion, howev er grav e it may be in the United States, is still 
more critical in Europe. 
If indiv idualism and liberty are to 
surv iv e it is necessary for indiv idualists and free men to 
stand together and set the proper example. 
W hat is happening in Europe might conceiv ably take 
place in the United States. 
We refer to the grim struggle 
between unregimented labor in France and England, and the 
forced-draft labor utilized in the dictatorships to produce 
armaments and build up impregnable defenses. 
Unregimented labor has not been as efficient as sweated 
labor, but it has been happier. 
In Germany and Italy, how­ 
ev er, it is of small concern to the political bosses whether 
labor is satisfied. Production has been the goal, and produc­ 
tion has been achiev ed, regardless of the cost in morale. In 
both Germany and Italy capital has approached regim enta­ 
tion, and unorthodox financing has been undertaken. 
The race is on between irregular financing and forced 
labor on the one hand, and enormously high taxes and some­ 
what sullen and balk labor on the other. 
Assuming that the dictatorships are able to Rtnnd, 
on their feet for a few more years, and that things remain as 
they are in France and England, then a crisis probably will 
be reached when the democracies will be compelled either 
to surrender abjectly or adopt dictatorial methods them ­ 
selv es, purely to get things done. 
Our ow-n problem is not concerned with the m ilitary as 
much as with foreign trade. Throughout the world we are 
competing with sweated labor. 
Surely, howev er, it is not necessary to drop our own 
standards of liv ing to the lev el of the Japanese workman o r ; 
the laboring men of Germany and Italy. 
No other country 
has displayed the American genius for mass production at 
low’ prices. 
Labor wage scales hav e something to do with 
prices at which our goods may be exported; but on the 
other hand no other set of laborers has the facilities to turn 
out goods so plentifully as those here. 
W hat we need is not sweated labor, but stable labor re-1 
lations so that enterprise can go ahead and make plans to 
compete with v igorous competition in world m arkets. As­ 
suming that we want a high standard of liv ing in this coun­ 
try, the best bet is for us to get busy and earn it by produc­ 
tion and sales enterprise.

LET THEM REMAIN CIVILIANS 
Proposals are afoot to turn the civ ilian conserv ation 
corps into a military organization. 
The public and mem­ 
bers of Congress should examine the plan with an extremely 
critical eye before accepting it. 
When the corps was established many critics suggested 
that it was the basis of a military organization, but it was 
emphasized that it had no military significance. 
It was a 
method of taking jobless youths away from the tem ptations 
t)f idleness. 
It was termed the ‘civ ilian” conserv ation corps, 
presumably to show that it had no military connection. Al­ 
though the organization has done constructiv e work, we be­ 
liev e its greatest v alue lies in the fact that it has prov ided 
work for idle hands, taken the boys away from crowded 
streets and put them into touch with nature, many of them 
for the first time in their liv es. 
Now it is suggested that the lads be giv en military train- 
ing. 
We are in fav or of rrylitarv training, and we fav or con- 1 
tinuation of the civ ilian conserv ation corps as long as the 
New Deal fails to bring prosperity, but we believ e in keeping 
them apart. 
If it is proposed to enlarge the army, let the 
arm y be enlarged openly and without subterfuge. 
No one pretends that the United States arm y today has 
enough men to serv o in time of war. In case of emergency, 
each enlisted man in the regulars is likely to become a 
n o n ­ 
commissioned officer, oi is ev en a candidate for a commis­ 
sion. Each present company could he dev eloped into a num­ 
ber of “skeleton” companies whose ranks could be filled in 
with recruits or national guard personnel not v et qualified 
for adv ancement. 
A civ ilian conserv ation corps unit in such a set-up 
v ould be neither lish, flesh nor fowl. 
Unless the conserv a­ 
tion work is permitted to go by default, the men would 
hardly be giv en enough military training to make them bet­ 
ter than rookies. 
It would be unjust to expect men in the 
corps to trim trees by day and drill by night 
I f w e n e r d 300,00(1 m o r e s o l d ie r s , let s e n li s t t he m in 
the regular way. 


TAX EXEMPTION ASSAILED 
President Roosev elt has asked Congress to enact a short 
and simple statute to end tax exemptions on federal state 
and local salaries and securities. 
Last year the President made a similar request, but it 
went unheeded. More attention is expected to be paid to the 
new demand, 
Tt is one Roosev elt request that has mot con­ 
siderable ta\o r in certain business and financial circles if 
not in Congress. 
At least two expected benefits are foreseen bv those 
fav oring the measure. Salaries of representativ es, senators 
cabinet members, brain trusters and others would be af-

In stru cto r’s Week ly

January and February suggest 
more way s of inventory 
than a 
check-up of the sewing basket, the 
emergency shelf and the household 
lin en . 
This 
is the season 
of bitter 
winds, when appetites are keen 
and 
bodies 
require 
substantial 
fo o d, intelligently chosen and pre­ 
pared. 
Yret somehow that holiday 
cookery enthusiasm has receded 
into 
the 
backgiound. 
and 
the 
‘ What 
to eat" 
problem 
grows 
more difficult with each passing 
day . 
Yet there is one annual event 
that stimulates creative energy in 
the kitchen even more than the 
holiday s 
and that is the popular 
cooking school, 
staged 
by this 
newspaper. So why not an inven­ 
tory of cooking school programs, 
probably gathering dust in the 
drawer 
with lecipe books 
and 
clippings. 
There isn 't a woman alive who 
hasn ’t felt at one time or another 
that her family must be just as 
sick of eating the same old meais 
as she is of cooking them. 
The modern homemaker realizes 
that what her family eats has a 
very important relation to their 
health and vitality . 
This is part­ 
icula rly true during these wintry 
months, when sunshine-foods must 
make lip for the outdoor brand. 
The homemaker realizes all this 
and y et sometimes the business of 
three meals a ilay , seven day s a 
week, fifty -two weeks in the y ear, 
“ gets her down.” 
Just as cooking school has a 
way of presenting the same old job 
freshly , so will an occasional re­ 
view of school programs stimulate 
revived interest in vary ing each 
menu with at least one interesting 
dish 
Even the hungry diner who 
is inclined to “ w olf’ his food, will 
pause and applaud a flavor sur­ 
prise,, or an unex pected, original 
dish. 
Psy chological Effects 
Dressing up the dinner dishes 
has the same psy chological effect 
as dressing for dinner. 
Startle 
the family some night 
with a 
“ company ” dish, served on the 
best china, spread on the damask 
cloth. 
Too much trouble? 
Not 
when y ou make a Succes of y our 
job; noi. when the family brags 
that 
no 
one 
can 
cook 
“ like 
mother.” 
The su rp rise may be o n ly so me 
dain ty can ap es to start the meal, 
o r sp ecial icin g o n the cak e, (ho w 
abo u t tho se “Jewel Cu p Cak es” o f 
co o k in g scho o l), o r Fren ch fried 
o y sters, fo llo win g the scho o l meth­ 
o d, an d o h, so go o d this time o f 
y ea r. 
Remember 
tho se hin ts 
abo u t 
fry in g o y sters? They are a mo ist 
su rface fo o d, an d mu st be .sp rin ­ 
k led o v er with cru mbs befo re they 
are dip p ed in batter, so that the 
egg mix tu re 
really 
will clin g. 
Otherwise they will n o t ho ld that 
lu scio u s cru st whe,n they are p u t 
in ho t sho rten in g. 
The secret o f go o d fried o y sters 
is to mak e them u p in adv an ce. 
An d co n sider what an adv an tage 
this is at the bu sy din n er-ho u r! 
Sto rin g them 
in the refrigerato r 
mean s a cr'.sp er, firmer cru st, as 
well as time-sav in g. When they 
aie remo v ed fro m the icebo x , they 
may be ro lled q u ick ly again in 
fin e cru mbs. 
Use the shallo w p an 


method, keeping the shortening at 
high 
temperature. 
Overcooking 
spoils the flavor and tex ture of 
fried oy sters. 
If the oy sters are 
j small, two may be pressed togeth- 
I er. 
By serving a green salad and 
scalloped potatoes with these oy s­ 
ters that have been made up for 
try ing 
earlier in the day , 
the 
homemaker 
will find 
that her 
1 nourishing, appetizing meal fairly 
walks on the table. Try a grating 
of onion to flavor the scalloped 
potatoes, and don’t forget slices 
of lemon and parsley , or water­ 
cress with the oy sters. 
To Produce Appetite 
A quick glance over those cook­ 
ing school programs is guaranteed 
to produce a raging appetite. A 
second look is certain to start up 
the oven, or great doings on top 
of the stove. 
How about walnut squares, bar- 
becured spare ribs, banana cake, 
cottage 
cheese croquettes, 
date 
pudding, broiled liver with cream­ 
ed onions, stuffed cabbage, pine­ 
apple bavarian cream, maple-pe- 
can chess pie, graham cracker ap­ 
ple, muffins, 
penny wise 
porter­ 
house 
(that dependable 
chopped 
| beef in disguise). 
A study of such recipes empha­ 
sizes again that they are practic­ 
al, clearly stated and within reach 
of the average family . One home­ 
maker ex plains that she doesn’t 
spring too many new recipes on 
her husband during cooking school 
week . She wisely files her ideas 
and surprises 
the family from 
time to time, long after they have 
forgotten she was a school “ pu­ 
pil.” 
An o ther homemaker su ggests a 
Menu Wish Box .” This small bo x 
is kept in a convenient place, and 
each member o f the family is al­ 
lowed one menu-wish each week. 
This idea draws the children into 
meal-planning, and also helps the 
homemaker in working out ap­ 
pealing menus in advance. Natur­ 
ally advance plans simplify mar­ 
keting and encourage economy . 
Draw the family into y our meal- 
planning 
with 
a 
“ Menu 
Wish 
Box .”

Chicago. Feb. 2. - (AP) —H er­ 
bert Hoover declared last night 
President Roosevelt had announ­ 
ced a new departure in foreign 
policy which would provok e in­ 
ternational ill will and possibly 
lead to war. 
The use of coercion, such as 
economic sanctions, he said, was 
an integral 
part 
of Roosevelt's 
proposed 
expansion 
of 
foreign 
policy , and asserted any form of 
coercion “is the straight path to 
war itself.'* 
“No husk y nation," 
said 
the 
form er president, “will stand such 
pressures without bloody resist­ 
ance. Those who think in term s 
of economic sanctions should also 
think in term s of war.” 
Hoover set forth his views in 
an 
address 
to 
the 
Council 
on 
Foreign Relations and a nation­ 
wide radio audience. 
At the outset of his speech the 
former president asserted the na­ 
tion was “deluged with talk of 
war,” that “our minds are being 
^ ■ s pa re d t<> 
< pt w ar as In­ 
evitable,” but warned tha t it was 
necessary to "k eep our heads.” 
“ World Taut With F ear” 
S om e 
authoritarion 
govern­ 
ments, 
he 
added, 
“are 
mak ing 
war or are aggressively threaten­ 
ing other nations. The world is 
taut with fear.” But, he added, 
the dangers to the United States 
must be appraised cooly, soberly , 
and w ithout partisanship. 
Hoover said the nation would 
willingly bear the burden of in­ 
creased arm am ent 
for national 
defense but eont nded the “pro­ 
per degree” of military prepared­ 
ness depended upon the nation’s 
foreign policies and the source of 
its dangers. 
“Our foreign policies in these 
major dimensions m ust be deter­ 
mined 
by the American 
people 
and the congress, not by the presi­ 
dent alone,” he said. 
The speak er dismissed the dan­ 
ger of m ilitary attack upon the 
United States by European and 
Asiatic dictatorships. 
Hoover said the American peo­ 
ple thus far have limited their 
approval of 
foreign policies 
to 
non-intervention in the affairs of 
other nations, arm am ent for de­ 
fense only of the western hemis­ 
phere, protection “by force if nec­ 
essary ” of the lives of Americans 
are of necessity abroad, in­ 
te rna tiona l cooperation 
to pro­ 
mote peace and prosperity , and 
prohibition of the sale of arms 
to nations a t war. 
F. I). R. Proposes Expansion 
“Mr. Roosevelt now proposes to 
expand these policies,” he said. 
“The sum of his proposal Is that 
we mak e effective protests at acts 
of aggression against sister na­ 
tions He say s we m ust use m eth­ 
ods stronger than words and short 
of war. He ask s for arm am ent to 
back his extensions.” 
The 
speak er 
termed 
this 
a 
momentous change in American 
policies of peace and war and as­ 
serted the European democracies 
“have accepted it as a complete 
change of national policy by the 
United States.” 
Hoover interpreted the “prac­ 
tical application” of Roosevelt's 
proposals to mean that: 
America would either support 
one side in a conflict with war 
supplies or deny them to the other. 
America would determine which 
side in a conflict was the aggres­ 
sor. 
"The determination of the who 
and when of aggression sounds 
easy ,” he said, "It sometimes is 
easy . B ut if one examines the 
history of the world the dietinc- 


tion between legitimate expansion 
and wick ed 
aggression 
becomes 
confused. 
“The league of nations after 
some y ears of effort failed 
to 
find even a definition of aggres­ 
sor. We are to set ourselves up 
as the oracle of righteousness in 
age-old quarrels that began be­ 
fore our nation was bom. • • • 
It does not seem to be a job that 
America should undertak e.”

Treasury Head 
Denies Finan­ 
cial Help Giv en 


Washingto n. Feb. 2.- (AP) — 
Secretary Mo rgenthau denied to ­ 
day the treasu ry's $2,000,000,000 
stabilizatio n fu nd had been u sed 
to help France o r any o ther fo r­ 
eign co u ntry bu y military su p­ 
plies o r o ther merchandise in this 
co u ntry. 


Asked whether the stabilizatio n 
fu nd might have been invo lved in 
the French plane deal, the secre­ 
tary said: 
“The stabilizatio n fu nd has no t 
been u sed directly o r indirectly 
o r in any way whatso ever to help 
any co u ntry make any pu rchase 
o f merchandise.'’ 
The stabilizatio n fu nd, created 
o u t o f the pro fit o n do llar de­ 
valu atio n in 1934, co ndu cts fo r­ 
eign exchange m arket o peratio ns 
in an effo rt to stabilize the do llar 
in reference to fo reign cu rrencies. 
Mo rgenthau said 
secrecy was 
necessary to the 
fu nd’s 
o pera­ 
tio ns, adding th a t its u sefu lness 
wo u ld be lessened by the fu ll pu b­ 
licity advo cated by Senato r Lo dge 
R-Mass) and o thers. 
He declined to co mment direct­ 
ly o n a pro po sal o f Lo dge fo r an 
independent au dit 
o f 
the fu nd, 
bu t said su ch u reso lu tio n wo u ld 
reflect o n the integrity o f three 
treasu ry emplo yes who au dit the 
iu n ds acco u nts every year. 
W itho u t identifying 
the 
trio , 
Mo rgenthau said each had wo rked 
in the treasu ry fo r 27 to 29 years. 
He expressed a ho pe the senate 
military co mmittee wo u ld make 
pu blic his testimo ny last week in. 
which he explained what, if any, 
help he gave a French air co m­ 
missio n 
in 
bu ying airplanes m 
this co u ntry. 
Regardless o f the delicacy o f 
so me 
o f 
the m atters that pass 
thro u gh his hands, the treasu ry 
chief added, he was willing 
to 
hav e all hearings 
a t which 
he 
testifies 
befo re 
co ngress 
mau e 
pu blic. 
He inv ited “ any qualified co m­ 
m ittee o f co ngress to lo o k o v er 
o ur bo o ks,” and say s the treasury 
sto o d ready to answer co ngres­ 
sio nal inquiries "24 ho urs a day .”
